FORMER  GOVERNMENT'S 
NEGLIGENCE  RECALLED 


Measure  Passed  Through  Com- 
mittee and  Report  Stages 
—Naval  Bill  Is  Laid  Over 
Until  Next  Week, 


OTTAWA, — April — fe — The  announce- 
ment made  on  the  eve  of  adjournment 
on  Wednesday  that  the  consideration  of 
the  naval  bill  would  be  resumed  In  tha 
Commons  today  was  not  fulfilled.  It 
">am*  apparent  early  that  the  discus- 
sion, on  the  bill  to  give  adherence  to 
the  British-Japanese  Treaty  of  1911 
would  occupy  the  attention  of  the  House 
ail    day. 

As  a  number  of  members  were  desir- 
ous of  going  home  for  the  week-end,  an 
agreement  was  reached  that  the  naval 
dlscu;,.?ion  wouiu  not  he  resumed  be- 
lore  Monday. 

"i  nf  discussion  of  the  .fftpanrse  agree- 
ment took  p'.uet  in  committee,  and 
wnj  confine!  largely  to  the  clause  of 
the    bill     referring    to    Immigration. 

The  hill  wft.4  reported,  and  Stands  for 
third  reading  which  will  be  taken  up 
iMi    Friday. 

';'.  ■•  Rouse  ruse  at  11 :45. 
Mr.  William  Smith,  of  South  Ontario, 
called  attention  to  an  article  in  The  Ot- 
tawa l''ree  Press,  stating  that  he  had 
admitted  during  tile  discussion  of  the 
dismissal  of  the  customs  collector  of 
Oshawa  that  he  himself  had  beet)  dis- 
qualified. Mr.  Smith  said  that  the 
statement  was  not  true.  He  had  never 
even   had  a  protest  filed    against  him. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pugsley,  on  whose  remarks 
the  editorial  was  based,  said  that  he 
had  not  intended  -to  convey  the  Impres- 
sion that  Mr.  Smith  had  been  disquali- 
fied. His  reference  was  to  another  man, 
and    not    the    member. 

Bule  as  to  Questions 

When  Mr.  I\  B.  Carve1'  of  Carleton, 
was  putting  a  question  to  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  :  In  reference  to  the 
destruction  of  a  bridge  in  his  Constitu- 
ency, Speaker  Sproule  objected  on  the 
ground  that  such  a  question  should  be 
put  on  the  order  paper.  Mr.  Carvel! 
insisted  that  it  was  a  Question  of  ur- 
gency, and  that  he  ha/  a  right  to  ad- 
dress himself   to  the  minister. 

Speaker  eiproule  Insisted  upon  his  rul- 
ing, whereupon  Mr.  Carvell  declared: 
"I   have  some  rights   in    this  House." 

Premier  Borden  said  that  some  mis- 
apprehension existed  as  to  the  asking 
of  questions  on  the  orders  of  the  day. 
The  members  of  the  House  have  the 
light  to'  put  a  question  but  not  to  dis- 
cuss It.  Sometimes,  however,  it  was 
necessary  for  a  member  to  make  a 
statement  of  facts.  He  expressed  the 
view  that  the  leader  of  the  opposition 
would    sgree    with   him. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Lauricr  said  that  under 
the  rules  of  the  House  the  Government 
need  not  answer  questions  which  are  not 
on  the  order  paper.  It  was  sometimes 
necessary,  however,  for  members  to  put 
questions  verbally.  It  was  the  desire  of 
the  Opposition,  he  said  to  save  the  time 
of  the  House,  adding:  "This  Is  the  only 
form   of   economy    we   have   just   now." 

Japanese     Treaty 

The  House  then  went  Into  committee 
on  the  Japanese  treaty  bill  the  dis- 
cuss!'n  being  flrst  taken  up  by  Mr. 
Pugsley.  He  commended  the  Govern- 
ment for  having  given  Its  consideration 
to  this  bill  at  the  present  moment.  The 
Clovernment,  he  said,  would  be  well  ad- 
vised If  It  would  bring  on  other  meas- 
ures, such  as  the  bill  to  ratify  the  trade 
agreement  with  the  West  Indies.  This 
and  other  bills  were  of  more  importance 
to  the  country  than  the  naval  bill.  There 
was  no  emergency  and  no  reason  why 
the   naval    bill    should    be  pushed    ahead. 

Mr.  Pugsley  then  took  up  the  immi- 
gration feature  of  the  bill  under  dis- 
cussion. He  said  that  in  1909  the  Con- 
servative members  for  British  Colum- 
bia had  demanded  the  absolute  exclu- 
sion "of  Asiatics.  Owing  to  their  ad- 
vocacy of  this  policy  a  solid  Conserva- 
tive representation  had  been  returned 
from  British  Columbia.  In  view  of  this 
It  might  be  well  to  secure  an  expression 
of  public  opinion  from  British  Colum- 
bia.

"I  was  accorded  the  courtesy  of  In- 
specting the  plant  and  Shipbuilding 
yards  of  the  B.  C.  Marine  Railway  Com- 
pany at  Esquimau  today,  and  1  must 
saV  I  was  not  only  greatly  Interested 
in  learning  how  complete  are  the  facili- 
ties at  this  port  for  the  upbuilding  of  a 
great  national  industry,  but  astonished 
at,  the  failure  to  give  those  essential 
encouragements  which  we  on  the  Other 
side  of  the  line  have  had  conceded  to 
ns,"  said   Mr.   Paterson. 

"I  was  allowed  to  Inspect  the  fine  steel 
Steamship,  Princess  Macquinna,  now 
approaching  completion  for  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific.

"'In  view  of  the  tremendous  oppor- 
tunities which  are  just  opening  to  the 
whole  of  the  North  Pacific  Coast,  due  In 
lar^e  measure  to  t'.ie  imminent  opening 
to  traffic  of  the  Panama  Canal,  ther^ 
can  be  no  question  whatever  that  very 
shortly  vou  will  find  yourselves  hope- 
lessly outclassed  In  respect  to  ship-' 
building  facilities  unless  to  use  a  slang 
phrase,   you    'get.   a   move   on.' 

"y"ou  are  going  to  have  a  large  dock. 
Shipbuilding  yards  are  Inseparable  from 
its  successful  operation.  To  give  you 
an  illustration:  In  order  trmt  a  ship 
Which  has  been  docked  for  repairs  can 
have  the  same  effected  with  dispatch,  it 
is  essential  that  there  shall  be  Imme- 
diately available  large  gangs  of  expert 
workmen.  Now,     It     Is     obvious     that 

these  men  cannot  be  obtained  without 
long  and  ruinous  delay  unless  there 
shall  be  provided  a  continuity  of  work 
at  the  shipbuilding  yards.  All  this 
may  be  rudimentary,  but  It  Is  a  lesson 
which  must  be  learned  if  your  people 
are  to  understand  the  situation. 
Continuity   of  Work. 

"The  duty  of  the  Government  In  the 
matter  is  clear — and  of  course  in  say- 
ing this  I  am  mhlnly  depending  upon 
what  I  have  learned  respecting  the 
United  States  Government's  action  under 
similar  circumstances — in  to  use  Its  ef- 
fort to  provide  continuity  of  work.  My 
company  has  been  particularly  fortunate 
In  this  respect,  as  the  government  has 
given  a  margin  of  protection  to  the 
shipbuilding  Industry,  inasmuch  as  the 
coastwise  trade  is  conserved  for  the 
benefit  of  American-owned  .vessels, 
which    must  be  American-built  craft. 

"One  of  the  difficult  things  we  have 
to  contend  with  when  we  have  attempt- 
ed to  arouse  public  inierest  in  ship- 
building Is  that  of  getting  people  to  un- 
derstand that  with  the  yards  and  plant 
there  will  be  built  industries  of  all  sorts 
arising  out  of  the  multifarious  things 
which  enter  Into  the  construction  and 
equipment  for  service  of  a  steamship. 
If  you  were  to  go  Into  It  closely  you 
would  be  amased  at  the  great  variety  of 
trades  which  are  Stimulated  by  the  In- 
dustry.

cusslon,  showed  the  inconsistency  and 
Insincerity  of  the  Governments  antag- 
onists, and  wound  up  with  a  word  of 
WHrnlnsr  against  shaming  the  country 
by  such   paltry   tactics, 

Before  his  Interview  he  made  the  re- 
servation that  anything  he  said  would 
be  attributed  to  him  In  the  most  per- 
sonal sense;  and  that  he  would  not  be 
Involving  the  League  with  which  his 
name    Is    so    prominently    associated. 

"You  must  take  It,"  he  said,  "that

"The  question  before  Canada  today  Is 
not  as  to  whether  we  shall  adopt  a  pol- 
icy of  one  Imperial  navy  to  protect  the 
whole  empire  or  a  policy  of  Individual 
fleets  to  operate  from  widely  different 
bases  In  this  defence,  but  simply 
whether,  having  Information  os*  an  Im- 
mediate need,  Canada  shall  contribute 
the  sum  of  115,000,000  to  assist  In  meet- 
ing  that    need. 

"As  I  understand  the  situation,  Mr. 
Borden  pledged  himself,  If.  he  came  into 
power,  to  ascertain  whether  an  emer- 
gency existed  or  not,  and  If  he  found 
that  such  a  condition  did  exist,  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  meet  It.

Cities  in  Lower  Part  of  Rivet- 
Valley  Still  Troubled  by 
Inundation — Smallpox  Ap-

DAYTON.  Ohio,  April  3.  Through  .i 
terrific  electrle  storm,  and  over  roads 
which  in  many  places  were  ankle  deep 
In  water  from  heavy  rains,' Governor  Cox 
and  members  of  the  Ohio  flood  relief 
committee  arrived  In  Dayton  from  Ham- 
ilton, where  they  had  gone  to  investigate 
the  flood  situation. 

The  party  probably  will  go  to  Colum- 
bus, Zanesvllle  and  other  Ohio  River 
points  tomorrow. 

Practically  all  of  the  members  of  the 
commission  were  agreed  with  Governor 
Cox  In  the  plan  announced  today  of  state 
aid  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  points  in 
the  state  which  have  suffered  most  from 
the  recent  high  water.  The  plan  calls 
for  the  enactment  of.  a  law  by  which 
municipalities  and  other  political  divi- 
sions would  be  able  to  assume  bonds  lm- 
mediattely.  They  would  be  able  to  issue 
bonds  without  submitting  the  bond  is- 
sue  to  a  vcte  of  the  people. 

Two  hundred  business  men,  represent- 
ing the  large  wholesale  houses  of  the 
country,  today  visited  Dayton  and  as- 
sured the  merchants  that  they  would  be 
given  plenty  of  credit  on  which  to  re- 
sume business. 

Dayton's  bread  line  fell  off  today  frJSn 
82,000  persons  to  73,000.  Several  of  the 
large  man  a  fac  tu  ring  plants  In  the  city 
have  announced  that  they  will  begin 
active  operations  neat  week,  or  as  quick- 
ly as  they  can  recover  from  the  effects 
of  the  flood.  Railroad  transportation 
conditions  are  fast  becoming  normal. 

Governor  Cox  today  warmly  praised 
the  relief  work  instituted  In  Dayton  for 
the  flood  sufferers  by  John  H.  Patter- 
son. 

Smallpox  la  Befogs  Camp

Mr.    Guy   Walker,    in    emphasizing   the 
need  for  hard  work  outside  these  meet- 
Igs,    was   able   to   state    that   altogether 

!»■  A  m  succeeded  In  procuring  the 
registration  of  between  600  and  700 
voters,  .8.1  out  of  Ward  One  and  25  that 
very  day.  It  was  no  question  of  work- 
ing only  for  one  ward;  it  was  the  Lib- 
eral party  they  were  fighting  and  whom 
they    must    work    to    heat. 

•Wlderman  Okell  stoutly  supported  the 
naval  policy  of  Mr.  Borden.  England, 
he  said,  had  for  many  a  year  brought 
up  this  country,  had  protected  Can- 
adians with  her  soldiers  and  sailors 
maintained  with  her  own  money,  and 
had  also  supplied  this  country  with 
capital  for  many  of  her  large  enter- 
prises. The  child  owed  something  to 
that  parent,  and  he  thought  Canada 
owed  to  Great  Britain  immensely  more 
than  she  could  ever  pay — far  more  than 
five  Dreadnoughts,  and  she  should  he 
proud  to  pay  what  she  could  of  her 
debt. 

Mr.  J.  8cott  considered  Old  Country 
party  distinctions  disappeared  when  a 
man  came  out  here.  Whether  Liberal  or 
Socialist,  he  would  speedily  find  that 
to  vote  for  the  Conservative  party  WKS 
the  best  thing  he  could  do  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Province,  and  he  advocat- 
ed more  work  for  the  laboring  man. 
More    to    Offer 

Mr.  Leonard  Tait  corroborated  the 
last  speaker's  remarks  and  claimed  that 
the  Conservative  party's  policy  had 
more  to  offer  to  the  workingman  than 
either  that  of  the  Liberals  or  the  So- 
cialists. From  what  he  could  gather, 
the  country  ■  would,  at  no  distant  time, 
be  forced  into  another  Dominion  election 
by  the  action  of  the  Opposition  ana 
the    Senate. 

In  regard  to  the  naval  policy  of  Mr. 
Borden,  ho  believed  the  loyalty  that  was 
evinced  at  the  last  elections  was  as 
strong  today,  but  he  could  not  disguise- 
the  fact  that  a  stern  fight  was  to  be 
expected.  Quebec  would  be  against 
them,  the  Maritime  Provinces  would 
Split  even,  and  seats  might  be  lost  In 
Ontario;  while  Alberta  and  Saskatch- 
ewan would  probably  be  strong  against 
thorn.  Here  in  British  Columbia,  rse 
said,  they  might  have  to  fight  the  elec- 
tion In  the  absence  of  their  leader.  Si* 
Richard  McBride,  who  would  go  where 
he    was    most    wante'd. 

He  hoped  that  a  redistribution  bill 
would  soon  be  passed,  and  that  would 
be  greatly  to  their  advantage.  He  was 
aware,  he  said,  that  the  worklngmen  of 
Victoria  were  not  enjoying  much  pros- 
perity at  the  present  time,  but  he  would 
remind  them  that  the  Conseratlve  Gov- 
ernment had  ever  been  their  best  friend' 
and  had  effected  the  abrogation  of  the 
law  admitting  alien  labor.  The  Gov- 
ernment of  British  Columhla  was  deter- 
mined to  keep  British  Columbia  for  the 
white  man.  He  wanted  to  see  every 
man.  no  matter  what  his  politics,  on 
the  register,  as  he  was  convinced  that 
the  Government's  policy  In  all  its 
phases  would  be  found  by  the  majority 
a  sound  one  and  the  hest  possible  for 
the  good  of  the  Province.  He  himself 
was  vacating  the  presidency  of  the  as- 
sociation this  Vear,  but  his  whole  ser- 
vices would  still  be  devoted  to  every 
ward  and  every  Individual  in  those.

"But  he  also  pledged^  himself  to  a 
permanent  naval  policy  with  which,  as 
involving  an  enormous  expenditure  of 
money,  he  promised  to  *o  before  the 
people.  That  is  the  point  which  is  al- 
most forgotten  in  the  verbal  battle  now 
going  on,  forgotten  leliberately  by  the 
Opposition  with  the  object  of  placing 
the  Government  in  a  false  position  be- 
fore th*  electorate  of  the  country,  and 
now  almost  forgotten  by  the  people 
themselves  from  lack  of  sufficient  In- 
formation. 

DU  honest   Political  Trlok 

"A  clever,  but  to  my  mind,  t.hereughly 
dishonest,  political  trick  ha*  been  played 
by  the  Opposition,  by  which  It  Is  at- 
tempted to  show  that  these  two  are* 
one;  an*  Mr.  Borden's  permanent  pol- 
icy, wbteh  has  not  vet  been  announced. 


Is  made  the  subject  of  an  attack.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  there  la  nothing  in 
the  world  to  show  that  Mr.  Borden's 
permanent  naval  policy  will  not  provide 
for  the  much-talked-of  fleet  unit  on  the 
Pacific   Coast. 

"When  Sir  Wilfrid  I^aurler  says  thus: 
'England  requires  no  assistance  from 
us,'  he  shows  absolute  Ignorance  of  his 
subject.  It  Is  not  England  that  re- 
quires assistance,  but  '  the  whole  Um- 
pire of  which  Great  Britain  and  Canada 
are.  parts,  that  Is  requiring  of  assist- 
ance. He  does  not  seem  to  realize  what 
Is  nothing  more  than  the  very  simplest 
statement  of  fact  that  If  defeat  should 
overtake  Great  Britain,  all  the  Do- 
minions of  the  Crown,  of  which,  as  it 
were,  she  is  the  senior  partner,  would 
Inevitably  suffer.  H«i  talks  about  tho 
building  of  a  local  navy,  and  prefers 
to  forget  what  he  remembers  better 
than  most  men,  namely  that  it  takes 
time,    and    lots   of   it,    to   build    navies. 

"There  is,  of  course,  something  to  be 
said  for  home-built'  naVles,  and  for  his 
policy  generally,  but  the  argument 
against  It,  that  of  time,  was  fatal  to 
his  own  attempt,  and  elided  In  making 
Canada  a  laughing-stock.  But  why, 
when  he  was  in  power,  did  he  not  at- 
tempt any  of  the  great  things  he  talks 
of  now?  Why  did  he  declaim  'Call  us 
to  your  Councils'  "in  other  days,  and 
now  object  to  the  measure  of  consulta- 
tion -which  Mr.  Borden  has  established, 
and  particularly  on  the  ground  that  If 
we  were  consulted  w«  should  have  to 
assist?  Can  anything  "more  incon- 
sistent than  that  be  Imagined?  But  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  what  else  do  we  pro- 
pose to  do?  We  have  made  up  our 
minds  to  assist.  At  leas.t  I  understand 
-that  that  is  the  national  sentiment, 
even  this  sentiment  of  the  Opposition 
side  of  the  House. 

Lives    Up   to   Promises 
'It  U  impossible  In   tho  course  of  an 


informal  talk  like  this  to  go  into  the 
whole  situation,  but  I  should  certainly 
like  to  call  prompt  -  attention  to  Mr. 
Borden's  own  statements  concerning 
-this  topic,  before  he'  came  into  office, 
and  to  ask  honest  men  if  he  has  not 
lived  up  to  the  spirit  of  his  promises. 
I  would  also  like  to  point  out  that  local 
squadrons  were  not  the  first,  but  ^he 
second,    choice    of    the    Admiralty. 

"The  situation  Is  not  so  alarming  as 
It  is  distressing.  It  Is  not  agreeable" 
to  find  statesmen  quibbling  narrowly 
over  an'  Imperial  policy,  the  need  for 
wh!ch  has  bees  vouched  for  in  Great 
Britain.  I  will  make  the  prophecy, 
however,  that  if  Sir  -Wilfrid  Laurler 
and  his  colleagues,  by  the  insane  pur- 
suance of  their  present  tactics,  should 
drive  Mr.  Borden  to  the  country,  the 
people  of  Canada.  will  respond  In  a 
typically  British  manner.  Sir  "Wilfrid 
may  be  the  silver-tongued  orator,  but 
the  people  have  tired,  and  are  sick  and 
ashamed  of  oratory  put  to  sueh  uses. 
Talk,  at  the  best,  is  very  cheap,  but  in 
this  particular  talk  it  is  Canadian  honor 
that  is  at  stake.

lnaries  have  to  be  gone  Into  before  the 
actual    Improvements   can   be.  begun. 

When     matters    have    proceeded      far 
enough  to  warrant  a  full  statement  cov- 
ering just  what  is  to  be  done,  and  what 
the    arrangements      with      the      several 
transportation     companies    are      In     alV 
their  details,  the.  people  of  Victoria  will 
have     something     to    think    about     that 
will    afford    them    the    highest    satisfac- 
tion.     It   is   a   lucky   thing  for   this  city 
that   the  Indians  were  not  removed  be- 
fore   the   railway   policy   of   the  Provin- 
cial Government  had  been  developed.     If 
plans,     which     even         three    years    ago 
would    have    seemed    a    highly    satisfac- 
tory   disposition    of    the   area,    had    then 
been    carried    out,    it    would    have    been 
impossible    to    secure   what   we  are   now 
going    to    have.      Perhaps    the      citizens 
would    not    have    been    able    to    realize 
*\hat    they    have    gained    by    the   delay. 
There  are  always  psycologlcal   moment? 
for    doing    things,    and    it    is    a    wonder- 
fully   tine    thing    for    Victoria    that    the, 
settlement     of     the     Reserve     question 
synchronised    with    the    advent    of    the 
Canadian    Northern    Pacific    Railway    as 
a   competing   line   on   Vancouver   Island. 
We  used   to   tell  each   other  a  few  years 
ago    that    the    removal    of    the    Indians 
meant    very    much       for    Victoria;     but 
none    of    us    realized    Just    what    it    did 
mean.      YVe    know   now    that    it    is    going 
to   put   Victoria   In    a   position   that   will 
be  unique  among  the  cities  of  Canada. 

THE    REAL    ISSUE 

Few,  if  any,  more  lucid  statements 
on  the  naval  issue,-  as  it  affects  this 
country,  have  been  forthcoming  of  the 
same  character  as  the  trenchant  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Clive  Phllllpps-Wolley 
which  we  print  today.  He  immediately 
touches  the  mainspring  of  the  question, 
which  in  effect  is  whether  .Canada  be- 
ing In  possession  of  Information  as  to 
Kmplre  needs  that  calls  for  immediate 
action,  will  make  a  contribution  to  the 
Imperial  Navy.  That  is  the  Issue  be- 
fore Parliament.  ,  As -Mr.'  phllllpps- 
YVolley  says,  and  as  must  be  evirlpnt  to 
all,  an  organized  effort  lias  been  made 
I  v  the  Opposition  to  becloud  the  real 
question  before  Par!  In  merit  In  the  hopu 
of    forcing    an    election. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  forget  the 
real  meaning  of  the  hill,  and  the  clear- 
cut  statement  made  hy  the  Prime  Min- 
ister in  introducing  the  naval  resolu- 
tion. It  may  have  been  forgotten  that 
practically  the  entire  press  of  Great 
iiritaln,  as  well  as  that  of  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  South  Africa  and  other 
parts  of  the  Kmplre,  applauded  Mr. 
Borden's  speech  as  an  apt  summary  of 
the  existing-  situation,  and  Canada  came 
in  for  the  plaudits  of  an  Kmplr  ;  for 
the  part  which  she  proposed  taking  in 
Imperial  defence.  Until  Sir  WilfrM 
Laurler  commenced  obstruction  tactics, 
until  he  committed  himself  to  the 
statement  I  hat  no  need  existed  for 
Canada's  participation  in  the  defence  of 
the  Empire  in  European  waters,  It  was 
felt  on  all  hands  that  the  Klf|  of  three 
Dreadnoughts  to  the  Motherland  wouM 
come      as      the    unanimous      dead    of   a 

united        Canada  I'nbappily,        circum- 

stances have  arisen  to  upset  thai  belief. 
Hut  Still  It  r«ust  not  be  forgot  t.-n  that 
the  honor  of  Ijhe  country  Is  at  stake 
The  Government  Is  pledged  to  carry  out 
Its  policy  of  contributing  three  Dread- 
noughts. The  attempt  to  drag  the 
question  of  a  Canadian  navy  Into  (he 
discussion,  as  opposed  to  the  self-re- 
specting duty  of  Immediately  making, 
provision  for  existing  needs,  Is  III  ad- 
vised, more  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Borden  has  promised  to 
submit  a  permanent  policy  to  the 
people.  The  Opposition  may  say  that 
what  that  permanent  policy  is  ha*  not 
yet  become  apparent.  How  should  It, 
when  It  will  involve  considerable  In- 
vestigation, lest  It  prove  abortive  like* 
that  lnaugui*ted  by  Mir  Wilfrid  L*uii«ir 


In  l»09?  When  Mr.  Borden,  after  mak- 
ing a  thorough  investigation,  places  a 
permanent  policy  before  the  people.  It 
will  be  time  enough  then  to  place  It 
alongside  of  that  inaugurated  by  the 
Liberals,  and  discuss  the  merits  of 
each.  If  politicians  Intend  to  continue 
to  make  the  subject  of  defence  a  party 
question,  it  will  be  possible  then  to 
split  on  party  lines  us  to  how  Canada 
should  build  up  a  fleet,  or  fleets,  for 
the  defence  of  he:  own  shores.  But 
when  the  policy  Is  one  which  affects  the 
Empire  as  a  whole,  as  It  la  at  present; 
when  It  is  based  on  information  which 
was  obtained  by  request  from  the  Ad- 
miralty, and  when  It  Is  proposed  to 
meet  u n  immediate  necessity,  or  as  Mr. 
Churchill  calls  It,  "u  great  preoccupa- 
tion In  European  waters."  there  should 
be  no  two  ways  of  looking  at  the  ques- 
tion. Canada  should  give,  and  give  im- 
mediately, Hnd  her  action  should  be 
whole-hearted.  The  question  of  naval 
defence  in  this  country  hap  been  too 
long  a  shuttlecock.  It  is  time  for  ac- 
tion, and,  no  more  Immediate  action  can 
be  taken  than  that  proposed  by  Mr. 
Borden. 

We  are  Indebted  to  Mr.  Phllllpps- 
■Wolley  for  the  ccgent  manner  in  which 
he  has  summarized  the  situation. 
Would  that  all  Canadlana.  and  more 
especially  the  Opposition  at  Ottawa, 
would  look  at  it  In  the  light  in  which 
it  really  should  appear.  The  issue  is 
a  clear-cut  one.  The  prestige  of  the 
country  demands  that  Mr.  Borden's 
policy   should   be   followed.

One  of  these 
Is  hy  borrowing;  another  is  by  re- 
trenchment, the  third  is  by  increasing 
the  taxes  without  Increasing  the  ex- 
penditure. No^Govcrnment  is  doing 
either  of  these  things.  I^ast  year  th. 't- 
was a  tremendous  demand  for  money 
for  all  sorts  of  business  and  public 
purposes.  There  is  a  limit  to  tho 
amount  available.  Financial  institu- 
tions became  committed  to  the  raising 
of  large  sums,  and  they  have  had  to 
make  good  their  undertakings.  Dis- 
patches from  London,  Paris,  Berlin  and 
New  York  say  that  money  is  growing 
easier.  Shis  means  that  the  vast  sums 
Invested  last  year  are  beginning  to  drift 
back  to  the  market  If  nothing  unex- 
pected happens,  we  look  for  plenty  of 
mqney  for  all  business  purposes  before 
the  year  Is  out,  although  we  do  not

At  least  It  would  not  have  had 
ai  much  effect,  If  people  could  have 
refrained  from  talking  about  it.  Last 
year,  good  sir.  you  bought  a  piece  of 
land  and  made  the  first  payment  on  It.

number  of  people  in  the  Dominion  in 
the  decade  was  1,835,328,  of  whom  the 
British  rare  made  up  833.796,  or  45.42 
per  cent  of  the  total  Increase.  During 
the  period  of  ten  years  under  consid- 
eration the  proportion  of  the  English 
to  the  total  population  Increased  from 
2.1.47  to  25.30  per  cent,  while  the  Irish 
fell  from  18.40  to  14.58,  and  the  Scotch 
from      14.90      to      13.85      per     cent.  The 

population  of  French  origin  was  28.51 
of  the  total  in  1911,  ns  against  30.71  In 
IB01,  and  the  iJermans  5.46  in  1911,  as 
against  5.78  In  1901.  a  notable  In- 
craase  was  In  the  Austro-Hungarlans. 
who  In  1901  comprised  only  .34  of  the 
population,  but  In  1911  had  risen  to 
L.79  per  cent.  Japanese,  Chinese  and 
Hindus  made  up  2.13  per  cent  of  the 
people  In  1911,  as  compared  with  1.20 
in     1901.  In     the    Census     of     1901     no 

Hindus  were  reported.  The  1911  fig- 
ures give  2,342  of  these  Orientals  In 
the  country,  of  whom  2,292  are  In  Brit- 
ish  Columbia. 

Rome  Interesting  figures  of  the  ori- 
gins of  people  m  Victoria  are  giv*n  in 
a  bulletin  which  has  Just  been  Issued 
by  the  census  department.

Those 
from  other  parts  of  the  British  Dom- 
inions number  264,  that  Is  not  counting 
Hindus,  The  remainder  of  the  popula- 
tion   ;»    given    as    French    340,    German 


should  become,  a  great  manufacturing 
centre,  then  Seattle  must  do  something 
to  put  faotory  sites  here  within  the 
reach  of  men  and  women  who  have  the 
-mean* -and-  the  desire  to  build  fac- 
tories. 

Factory  sites  here  may  or  may  hot 
be  too  high:  we  believe  that  in  many 
Instances  the  prices  at  which  these 
sites  are  held  are  too  high;  we  know 
that  the  general  outside  impression  .is 
that  they  are  too  high,  and  we  know, 
too,  that  if  the  man  who  wants  to  build 
a  factory  here  regards  the  price  of  fac- 
tory sites  as  a  disadvantage  to  him  at 
the  outset,  he  will  not  come  here.  Nor 
can  we  justly  quarrel  with  him  for  not 
coming  here. 

Seattle  must  face  and  solve  the  fac- 
tory site  problem.  We  may  as  well  be 
honest  with  ourselyes  atfout  it.  We 
know  what  the  general  impression  Is. 
it  doesn't  matter  whether  we  think  the 
Impression  Is' right  or  wrong.  The  im- 
pression Is  the  fact  we  must  deal  with. 

It  is  a  matter  of  profound  satisfac- 
tion that  the  Provincial  Government,  in 
Its  disposition  of  the  Victoria  Terminal 
area,  has  provided  for  a  number  of  ex- 
ceptionally well  situated  factory  sites. 
There  will  be  upwards  of  half  a  mile  of 
such  sites  having  water  communica- 
tion on  one  side  and  a  common  user 
railway  on  the  other,  connecting  them 
with  at  least  two  transcontinental  rail- 
way systems.  We  think  it  Is  pretty 
safe  to  say  that  no  city  anywhere  ,an 
show  such  sites  owned  by  the  public 
and  available  to  manufacturers  at  a 
reasonable  rent.  Here  are  locations  for 
manufacturing  plants  that  can  be  se- 
cured without  any  outlay  of  capital, 
with  an  abundant  supply  of  water  and 
electric  power  at  hand  and  the  best 
possible  means  of  transportation  at 
their  very  doors.  We  believe  this 
situation  is  unique,  and  we  are  satisfied 
that  It  will  be  the  means  of  securing 
for  Victoria  many  important  industries 
and  a  great  payroll.

reventatives  of  the  Farmers'  Institutes 
who ^Mmtef day  attended  the  meeting  of 
thr  special  Council  committee  ap- 
pointed to  Investigate  the  question  of 
a  public  market.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  notices  sent  out  to  the  vari- 
ous P?armers'  Institutes  of  the  renln- 
sula  were  mailed  only  on  Monday  laBt 
few  of  them  received  the  notification  of 
the  meeting  in  time.  But  Messrs. 
George  Stewart  and  H.  E.  Tanner,  rep- 
resenting the  South  Saanlch  Farmers' 
Institute;  Mr.  Whlteley  Griffiths,  of 
tht  Metchosin  Institute,  and  Mra.  Spof- 
ford  and  Mrs.  Gordon,  representing  the 
Local  Council  of  Women,  were  in  at- 
tendance and  discussed  the  matter. 
Favor    Publio   Market. 

Mrs.    Spofford    stated   that   the   Coun- 
cil  of   Women   is   unanimously   In   favor

great  benefit  to  the  householders  Of  the 
city,  many  of  whom  are  finding  it  ex- 
tremely difficult,  in  view  of  existing 
high  prices,  to  make  the  money  at  their 
disposal  cover  their  needs.  She  was 
certain  a  public  market  would  be  pat- 
ronized  by  all   classes. 

Mr.  Stewart  believed  that  If  the  con- 
sumer could  get  closer  to  the  grocer 
both  would  benefit.  At  present  there 
Is  altogether  too  wide  a  margin  between 
the  price  secured  by  the  grower  and 
that  paid  by  the  consumer.  If  a  public 
market  were  established  and  the  grower 
knew  It  would  be  continued  there  would 
be  abundance  of  produce  available.  But 
at  present  there  Is  little  Inducement  for 
a  land  owner  In  the  rural  districts  to 
grow  produce.  On  the  other  hand  once 
the  land-owner  Is  assured  that  there 
will  he  a  demand  for  produce  he  would 
go  inio  the  business  extensively.  At 
present  merchants  appear  to  prefer  to 
handle  imported  produce  and  can  secure 
better  prices.  Much  of  tie  Importer! 
stuff  is  sold  across  the  line  to  keep 
up  values  there  and  local  merchants 
secure  the  stuff  at  comparatively  tow 
figures  and  dispose  of  It  here  at  high 
prices.  It  rests  with  the  ladies  of  the 
city  households  to  encourage  home 
products.  Jf  they  insisted  on  pur- 
chasing produce  grown  on  the  Island 
they  would  get  all  they  needed  of  a 
quality  quite  equal  to  the  Imported 
variety.  The  general  opinion  of  the 
various  Farmers'  Institutes  is  that 
there  must  he  better  facilities  for 
marketing  the  produce  before  the  grow- 
ers will  show  any  disposition  to  in- 
crease   their   output. 

r«lr    rrloes    Hot    Obtainable. 

Mr.  Griffiths  declared  produce  of  the 
very  best  quality  can  be  raised  on  the 
Island  but  no  fair  price  can  be  obtained 
fromthe  wholesalers  or  retailers.  The 
latter  will  take'  nothing  but  fancy  stuff 
While  lots  of  good  wholesome  produce, 
less  attractively  packed,  cannot  be  sold. 
The  mercha.nl  doubtless  has  to  contend 
with  bad  debts,  high  rents,  high  deliv- 
ery charges,  etc..  but  as  between  grower 
and  consumer  these  excessive  charges 
would  he  eliminated  were  a  public  mar- 
ket established  and  properly  conducted. 
The  feeling  in  the  Metchosin  district, 
Mr.  Griffiths  declared,  is  that  the  farm- 
ers there  will  take  no  part  in  any 
scheme  to  establish  a  market  unless  it 
can  he  shown  that  the  city  is  in  earnest 
Once  the  city  shows  it  is  determined 
a  market  shall- be  established  the  pro- 
duce for  sale  therein  will  be  forthcom- 
ing as  the  growers  will  be  induced  to 
increase  cultivation  when  they  know 
they  will  be  able  t  I  dispose  of  their 
produce    at    a    fair    price. 

Mr.  Griffiths  cites  .1  number  of  cases 
of  his  own  and  his  neighbors'  experi- 
ence where  merchants  simply  refused 
to  purchase  produce  except  ;i  t  a  figure 
which  did  not  pay  for  the  trouble. 
Nothing    but     produce    of       the       highest 

quality   is  apparently   handled     by     the 

wholesaler  ami  retailer,  and  the  lesser 
grades,  while  good  for  many  purposes, 
is  unable  to  reach  the  market.  As 
things    are    at    present    the    dealer      will 

give  the  farmer  only  a  wholesale  price 

but  when  selling  back  to  the  farmer 
demands  a  retail  figure  and  a  high  one, 
and  then  the  farmer  must  take  his  re- 
turns in  trade.  One  day  a  week  would, 
Mr.  Griffiths  believed,  be  sufficient  at 
first  tor  the  market  bin  doubtless  when 
transportation  facilities  improved  the 
scope  of  the  market  could  he  widened. 
Potatoes  Going  to  Waate. 
Mr.  Tanner  stated  that  at  present 
hundred*  of  ions  of  potatoes  axe  going 
to  waste  In  Saanlch  because  the  grow- 
ers cannot  get  a  price  which  makes  it 
worth  while  lo  go  to  the  trouble  of 
marketing.  Apples  from  the  States  are 
purchased  by  dealers  at  a  little  over 
a  dollar  a  box  and  sold  as  high  as  $2.50 
per  box  but  local  apples  of  iiuile  as 
good  quality  and  as  well  packed  can- 
not, be  sold  by  the  growers.  A  public 
market,  at  which  the  grower  could  dls 
play  his  produce  a.nd  come  Into  direct 
touch  with  the  consumer  would  un- 
doubtedly   benefit    both. 

Mrs.  Gordon  favored  the  market  ide» 
but  suggested  that  If  such  were  estab- 
lished some  method  of  delivery  of  pro- 
duce   sold    should    be    devised. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Alderman  Cuth- 
bert  the  representatives  of  the  Iftsti- 
tntes  will  take  up  the  matter  with  the«n 
respective  bodies  and  a  subsequent 
meeting  will  be  held  at  which  further 
suggestions  from  the  growers<  will  ha 
<  onsldered.  In  the  meantime  It  la 
probable  the  committee,  composed  of 
Aldermen  Cuthbert,  Porter  and  McCand- 
leas,  will  visit  Seattle  and  New  West- 
minster markets  and  secure  data  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  those  institutions 
are  conducted,

The  reports  of  the  'president,  Mr.  Si- 
mon Leiser;  the  treasurer".  Mr.  J.  A. 
King-ham,  and  the  secretary,  Mr.  E.  Mc- 
Gaffey,  were  presented  and  Mr.  J.  J. 
Shalloross  In  moving  the  adoption-  of 
the  first  paid  a  graceful  compliment  to 
the  untiring  energy  and  good  will  of 
Mr.  Leiser,  and  expressed  his  sense  of 
their  good  fortune  In  having  such  a 
man  in  working  for  hoth  Victoria  and 
the  League.

Exemption   Prom  Taxation. 

While  it 'has  not  been  disclosed  just 
what  measure  of  aid  the  Government  of

End  of  a  Women's  Strike 

The  women  engaged  in  the*  Clothing 
trades  in  Boston,  have  come  to  an 
agreement  with  the  manufacturers, 
which  is  of  interest  to  workers,  espec- 
ially women  workers,  everywwhere.  The 
New  York  Outlook  gives  the  following 
description  of  the  settlement.  It  ap- 
pears that  a  similar  agreement  was 
made  in  New  York  at  the  close  of  the 
strike  of  1910,  though  this  did  not  pre- 
vent trouble  a  few  months  ago. 

The  agreement  is  one  that  will  not 
only  settle  the  present  difficulty  but, 
prevent    trouble    In   the   future. 

"It  requires  that  all  operators  and 
finishers  be  paid  by  the  piece,  the  rates 
on  which  are  to  be  determined  by  com- 
mittees of  the.' employees  In  each  shop 
acting  with  the  employers.  It  provides 
for  a  standard  minimum  weekly  wage 
scale  for  the  other  kinds  of  work.  The 
working  week  Ms  to  consist  of  fifty 
hours,  with  a  half-holiday  oh"  Saturda  ■  . 
Overtime  is  to  be  paid  for  at  one  and  a 
half  times  the  regular  rates.  Prefer- 
ence Is  to  be  given  to  union  help  and 
union  conditions.  The  most  significant 
feature  of  this  Protocol,  as  of  the  or- 
iginal one.  Is  in  the  arrangement  for 
the  settlement  of  all  grievances  and 
differences  without  strike  or  lockout.

She  fans  wm  be  sorry  to  learn  that 
C.eorge  Van  Haltren.'  one  of  the  North- 
western League  umpires  last  season, 
lias  finally  taken  the  count  as  1'ar  as 
baseball  Is  concerned.  When  he  became 
too  old  for  active  participation  in  the 
game.  Van  Haltren  sought  a  job  as  an 
arbiter,  and  for  years  he  officiated  in  a 
capable  manner  in  that  capacity.  Al- 
though he  could  not  play,  the  lure  of 
the_  game  was  foo  much  for  him,  and 
he  plunged  rlgjit  into  the  vortex  of  the 
fray,  maklrvgyhlmself  a  target  for  a.buse 
from  both  players  and  fans,  and  getting 
none  of  the  glory.  It  was  hot  that  he 
had  to  do  it,  for  Van  Haltren  Is  a 
wealthy  man.  But  It  was  food  and 
drink  to  him:  he  craved  the  excitement 
attendant  on  the  American  national 
pastime,  and  rather  than  be  deprived  of 
it  altogether,  offered  himself  up  as  a 
sacrifice  to  the  cause,  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  arbitration  u'lth  a  still  un- 
abated enthusiasm  and  a  keen  sense  of 
conscientiousness.  Now  that  small 
satisfaction  has  been  taken  from  him. 
He  was  always  a  strict  and  Impartial 
adjudicator,  >ut  of  late  years  his  eye- 
sight has  failed,  and  this  season  he 
failed    to    catch    a    place    in    any    league. 

Few  names  were  better  known  to 
baseball  fans  lo,  20  or  30  years  ago 
than  that  of  George  E.  Van  Haltren, 
who  has  played  on  both  Coasts  and 
mid-continent  in   the  last   three  decades. 

Van  Haltren  is  one  of  the  men  who 
made  baseball  better.  He  lives  today 
In  a  handsome  home  In  Oakland.  Cal., 
wealthy  enough  to  spend  the  rest  of 
his   life  in    idleness. 

The  Income  from  apartment  houses 
he  owns  would  keep  Van  Haltren  in 
affluence.  His  46  years  rest  lightly 
upon,  his  shoulders.  His  home  is  mu- 
.  slcal,  both  Mrs.  Van  Haltren  and  their 
two  daughters  having  musical  talent 
and   training. 

Van  Haltren  was  born  in  St.  Louis, 
but  his  parents  migrated  to  Oakland, 
Cal..  when  he  was  3  years  old,  and  he 
has  ever  since  made  his  home  upon  the 
slope    of    the    Sierras. 

At  15,  Van  Haltren  played  with  the 
Greenwood  Morans,  representing  an 
Oakland  business  house.  His  oppor- 
tunity ramp,  when  the  pitcher  was 
unable  to  play.  He  did  so  well  that 
the  regular  never  came  back,  and  play- 
ers who  had  ohjectf-d  Iwcausp  of  Van 
llaltren's    youth,    stopped     grumbling. 

In  1KK7  Van  ttaltren's  work  had  at- 
tracted attention,  and  he  was  signed 
by  1'ittsburg,  but  after  pitching  a  few 
games  he  was  sold  to  Chicago,  remain- 
ing until  the  Brotherhood  was  formed. 
Joining  Brooklyn,  h«  pitched  23  games, 
th,en  was  shifted  to  the  outfield,  finish- 
ing the  season  with  a  batting  average 
of  .346. 

In  1891  he  joined  Baltimore,  playing 
the  outfield  and  short  for  two  seasons, 
when  Pittsburg  purchased  him.  In  1804 
he  went  to  New  York  and  remained  until 
1904,  when  he  went  to  Seattle,  and  did 
much   to  ptft   that   team   upon  its  feet. 

m  190fi  Van  Haltren  took  Oakland, 
which  had  fallen  hy  the  wayside,  and 
under  his  direction  the  club  won  three 
pennants. 

Van  Haltren  at  one  time  caught  the 
"Only  Nolan."  the  first  man  in  the 
"West  to  throw  a  curve  ball.  They 
were  an  Invincible  battery.  striking 
t  out  so  many  Hitters  they  were  viewed 
with    superstition. 

In  1893  Van  Haltren  was  a  vjctlm 
of  second  base  In  Pittsburg,  breaking 
his  leg  on  that  "hoodoo  bag,"  where 
Otis  Clymer  and  Fred  Clarke  received 
injurfes. 

For' 12  years,  from  1880  tn  1901,  Van 
Haltren  batted  .300  or  better,  and  as 
for  1901.  he  says  that  when  Oabrtel 
blows  his  trumpet  It  will  be  learned 
that  he  hit  .300,  and  that  the  men  who 
did    the  figuring   were   ln   error. 

Van  Haftren  was  one  of  the  fleetest 
men  in  baseball,  having  been  timed  at 
100   yards' in    10.3  seconds.

TROUBLOUS  TIMES 

IN  FRENCH  SOCCER 

History    of    Football     in     France     Most 

Varied  in  the  Records  of 

the    Game. 

The  history  of  French  football  is  one 
of  the  most  varied  in  the  records  of 
the  game,  and  is  of  special  Interest  to 
followers  of  the  pastime  in  view  of  the 
recerrt  trouble  between  France  and 
Scotland.  There  are  at  present  four 
associations,  or  federations  in  France, 
yfrho,  since  1908,  have  been  in  a  state 
of  war,  and  it  is  thus  easily  under- 
stood that  the  game  has  made  little 
real  progress  ln.  a  country  where  the 
administrators  do  not  know  the  mean- 
ing of  "entente."  The  Union  des  So- 
cieties Franchises  de  Sports  Athlet- 
iques"  (U.S.F.g.A.)  was,  five  years  ago, 
the  representative  on  the  International 
Federation  of^  Association  Football  (F. 
I.F.A.).  It  was  in  1907-'08  that  the 
president  of  the  U.S.F.-S.A.,  committed 
an  unpardonable  error  on  the  occasion 
of  the  congress  of  the  international 
body,  and  found  himself  obliged  to 
hand  in  the  resignation  of  hte  federa- 
tion. 

Naturally  the  appearance  of  a  new  as- 
sociation was  not  long  delayed,  and 
it  soon  became  a  serious  rival.  "The 
Comlte  Franeais  Interfederal"  t C.F.I.) 
— such  was  the  name  of  this  new  as- 
sociation— worked  unflaggingly  for  five 
years.  The  F.I.K.A.  provisionally  ac- 
cepted it  on  two  occasions,  thinking 
that  the  U.S.F.S.A.  would  recognize  its 
error,  and  return  to  its  original  status. 
At  length,  two  years  ago,  when  th.  i\ 
I.F.A.  had  to  recognize  that  the  TJ.S.F. 
B.A.  did  not  ask  ^for  peace,  the  rival 
association  was  definitely  accepted  as 
the    sole    representative    of    France. 

During  this  rupture  '"soccer"  made 
hardly  any  progress  and  today  France 
has  her  work  cut  out  to  avoid  being 
in  the  last  place,  although  five  years 
ago  she  beat  Switzerland  and  Italy, 
who  now  have  surpassed  her.  The 
clubs  of  U.S.F.S.A.,  which,  after  all. 
remained  the  most  extensive  and  influ- 
ential organization,  were  meanwhile 
very  dissatisfied  with  their  governing 
body,  and  threats  of  withdrawal  from 
the  largest  chubs  forced  the  union  to 
do  what  had  seemed  impossible.  It 
finally  brought  itsalf  to.  decide  to  enter 
the  "Comlte  Franeais-  Interfederal" — 
to  resume.  In  fact,  the  existence  pre- 
vious   to    190S. 

This  mivv  dcislon  k«  yei  too  recent 
to  show  any  marked  progress  '"  the 
same;  that  is  for  the  future  to  rev.-al. 
The  four  French  associations  which, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  C.F.L,  have 
just  signed  an  agreement,  will  play 
their  championship  matches  as  before, 
but  tjie  winners  ln  each  federation 
cannot  bold  the  title,  "Champions  of 
France."  At  present  there  are.  natural- 
ly, four  such!  This  honor  must  be 
played  for  among  th.  i',,,ir  winners — 
a  change  in  the  situation  that  is 
fraughl    with    great    good    for    the    game. 

The  position  is,  then,  analogous  to 
that  previous  to  1908:  International 
matches  are  to  be  played  In  the  north 
and  south;  the  clubs  of  the  four  feder- 
ations who  only  six  months  ago  were 
al  eftfltl  other's  throats,  havo  now  be- 
come reconciled,  and  the  matches  have 
correspondingly  increased  ln  Interest, 
Inspiring  the  hope  that  Association  may 
at  last  be  a  serious  rival  of  Rugby.  It 
Is  true  that  the  French  have  not  yet 
the  hope  of  putting  out  teams  which 
OOUld  hold  their  own  against  the  greater 
Kn^Hsh  clubs,  but  much  Is  expected 
from  the  future  and  the  homogeneity 
that    time    alone    can    bring.

But  there  is  not  a  shadow  of  doubt 
that  Frank  Klaua  is  today  the  bes't 
middleweight  in  the  world,  and  the 
recognised    world's      champion      in    that 


class.  Some  may  question  the  right  of 
France  to  stage  a  bout  for  the  world's 
championship,  but  that  country  has  just 
as  much  right  as  England  and  Ameri- 
ca, the  .only  condition  being  .that  the 
contestants  we«c  qualified  by  their 
ability  and  performances  to  contest  for 
the  title.

Mr.  Tetter  resumed  hia 
testimony;  where  he  left  on*  at  the  last 
session.  'He  went  Into  his  duties  aa

Miserable  weather  was  encountered  all 
the  way  #.-ross  the  Pacific  and  the 
winds  were  anything  but  favorable  for 
the    greater   part    of    the   run. 

Ship    Drifted    Aimlessly 

For  more  than  six  wfeeks  the  Aloha 
drifted  aimlessly,  during  which  tim-» 
scarcely  a  breath  of  wind  sprang  up  to 
cheer  the  spirits  of  the  disconsolate 
mariners,  who  by  the  time  they  got  out 
of  the  doldrums  were  heartily  sick  of 
the  voyage.  When  about  four  days 
out  from„  San  Francisco  a  seaman  by 
the  name  of  Halvar  Sorensen  missed  his 
footing  whlie  working  on  the  main 
yards  and  fell  to  the.  deck,  his  head 
striking  the  hard-wood  surface  causing 
fatal  injury.  Sorenseu^lingerod  for  a 
few   hours  and   was   burled   at   sea. 

After   discharging    her    coal    cargo    at 
the    Golden    Gate,    the    schooner    pointed 
her    course    north    on    March    18.     g£  ^ 
Gale    Carried    Away    Sail. 

When  seven  days  out  from  San  Fran- 
cisco the  Aloha  came  Into  exceptionally 
severe  weather,  and  for  several  days 
and  nights  the  ship's  complement  were 
kept  hard  at  work  running  the  vessel 
before  the  gale.  She  was  swept  again 
and  again  by  tremendous  seas  and  dur- 
ing the  height  of  the  storm  her  jib  sail 
was   carried   away. 

When  off  Cape  Flattery  last  Tuesday 
morning  she  was  picked  up  by  the  tug 
'Lome  and  towed  to  her  present  an- 
chorage in  the  Royal  Roads.  The  Aloha 
is  a  schooner  of  743  tons  register. 
Captain  Peterson  expects  to  be  taken  in 
tow  toniKht  for  the  Fraser  River,  where 
she  is  much  overdue  to  k»ad  lumber  at 
tlie  Fraser  River  Mills  for  Sydney, 
Australia.

WASHINGTON,  April  3.— Persldent 
Wilson  was  last  night  face  to  face  with 
tho  most  curious  phases  of  the  tariff 
revision.  With  tbe  work  of  the  House 
WayV  and  Means  Committee  beforo  him 
and  the  extra  session  of  Consress  only 
a  few  days  off,  the  President  had  pro- 
ceeded deep  enough  In  his  study  of  the 
tariff  bill  to  realize  that  before  the 
Democratic  caucus  Vist  there  were 
many  points  upon  which  he  himself 
must  take  a  definite  stand.  It  was 
admitted  at  the  White  House  that  he 
would  do  so  "In  a  day  or  two." 

It  was  declared  also  that  the  Presi- 
dent had  not  finally  made  up  his  mind 
as  to  whether  the  tariff  should  be  re- 
vised schedule  by  schedule  or  In  a  sin- 
gle bill,  whether  sugar  should  be  put 
on  the  frse  list  or  given  a  reasonable 
amount  of  protection,  and  whether  the 
Income  tax  should  by  fla£  rate  of  gradu- 
ated.

Mr.  V,  Gandil  at  Ottawa  to 
Interview  Federal  Author- 
ities— The  Continuous  Wave 
a  Marvelous  Achievement, 


Mr.  V.  Oandil,  a  director  of  the  Uni- 
versal Radio  Syndicate,  Limited  of  Lon- 
don, England,  Is  now  at  Ottawa,  where 
ha  will  consult  the  federal  authorities 
with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a 
new  direct  wireless  system  between 
Creat  Britain  and  Canada.  Mr.  Gandil 
has  been  negotiating  with  several  Mon- 
treal contractors  for  the  construction  of 
the  company's  stations  in  Canada,  the 
sites  for  which  have  been  selected  by 
the  company's  engineers.  Sites  for  sta- 
tions on  the  British  end  of  the  system 
ha^o  already  been  secured  and  the  ma- 
chinery   is   now   under   construction. 

The  system  .used  by  the  Universal 
Syndicate  is  known  as  the  continuous 
wave,  as  opposed  to  the  spark  system, 
on  which  the  Marconi  and  about  a  score 
of  other  methods  are  based.  The  ad- 
vantages claimed  for  the  new  system 
are  high  speed  of  transmission,  the  re- 
quirement of  less  power  for  a  given  dis- 
tance, automatic  recording  of  messages 
at  both  ends  and  freedom  from  tapping, 
the  latter  being  especially  important 
not  only  in  confidential  work  but  also 
in  naval  and  military  operations.     This 


eye  ten  1  is  already — In  successful — trork- 
ing  by  the  Federal  Telegraph  Co.  of  the 
United  States,  which  is  now  working  be- 
tween -San  Francisco  and  Honolulu,  and 
overland  along  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
eastwards  as  far  as  Chicago.  The  Fed- 
eral Company  purchased  outright  the 
rights  for  the  United  States,  but  the 
Universal  Syndicate  will  retain  the  pat- 
ents for  the  British  Empire  and  for  a 
number  of  foreign  countries.

Mr.  Gandil,  when  interviewed  by  The 
Montreal  Gazette,  declined  to  comment 
upon  the  revelations  in  England  in  con- 
nection with  the  purchase  of  Marconi 
shares  by  members  of  the  Asquith  cab- 
inet, but  he  gave  a  brief  resume  of  the 
situation.  Early  last  year  the  Govern- 
ment entered  into  a  contract  with  the 
British  Marconi  Company  which  was 
subject  to  ratification  by  Parliament. 
Instead  of  the  contract  being  placed  at 
once  before  the  House,  it  was  first  made 
public  by  the  Marconi  Company,  and 
its  favorable  terms  caused  a  rapid  ad- 
vance in  the  company's  shares,  one 
pound  shares  going  to  ten  pounds  while 
the  shares  of  the  American  Marconi 
Company,  a  totally  distinct  organization, 
also  advanced  in  sympathy.  It  is  these 
latter  shares  that  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs, 
the  Attorney-General,  admits  purchas- 
ing and  dividing  with  Lloyd  George  and 
Mr.  Samuels,  the  Postmaster-General, 
whose  brother  is  a  member  of  the  Brit- 
ish Marconi  Company.  The  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  contract  were 
such  that  Parliament  declined  to  ratify 
the  agreement,  but  appointed  a  select 
committee  to  Investigate  and  Mr.  Gandil 
was  one  of  the  witnesses  summoned,  his 
evidence  being  concerned  with  -the  offer 
which  his  syndicate  had  made  to  the 
Government.  The  select  committee,  af- 
ter taking  considerable  evidence,  decid- 
ed that  a  sub-committee  of  experts 
should  be  put  upon  the  case,  and  here 
the   matter   rests   at   present. 


SAYS   FLYING   NOW 

IS   SAFE   AND   SANE 


Glenn    H.    Curtlas    Tells     About     Thrill 

of   a   Speed   Contest  in   Air   and 

Over   Water 


The  flyine  boat  has  now  placed  avl- 
ation  among  the  "safe  and  ."'fine"  sports, 
Kays  f;ien  II.  Curtis*  In  Popular  Me- 
chanics. Flying  has  rightly  been  re- 
ferred to  as  the  acme  of  ch-rp,  comfort 
and  exhilaration.  The  landings  have 
not  always  been  so  delightful,  but  with 
the  flying  boat  It  is  as  easy  to  alight 
from  a  flight  as  It  is  to  steer  an  auto- 
mobile  alongside  a    curb   and   stop. . 

in  the  first  recorded  race  of  these 
craft,     recently     held     on     Long     Island, 

the  sight  of   three   machines  Jockeying 

for  position  wns  inspiring,  while  the 
close  finish  of  the  return  trip  from 
the  outer  buoy  would  stir  the  blood  of 
any  sportsman.  On  both  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  seaboards  this  Fall  duck 
shooting  fYom  hydro-aeroplanes  and 
flying  boats  has  been  attempted  with 
remarkable    succens. 

Water  flying  Is  safe  mainly  because 
there  is  always  a  good  placo  to  alight. 
It  Is  not  necessary  to  guide  a  machine 
along  a  narrow  course  for  starting  or 
to  plc!<  -one's  ground  In  alighting.  The 
surface  beneath  Is  smooth  and  level 
and  one  may  head  In  amy  direction 
with  safety.  There  are  no  fences,  trees, 
telegraph  wires  or  buildings  to  dodge 
or  which  will  cause  eddies  in  the  air 
and  upset  one  as  he  tries  to '"  land. 
Winds  over  the  water  are  Invariably 
much  steadier  than  over  land,  and  If, 
through  carelessness  or  inexperience, 
the  operator  doen  make  a  bad  landing, 
or  plunges  the  boat  at  too  steep  an 
angle  Into  the  water,  or  strike*  a  win* 
too  hard,  the  accident  cannot  be  grave. 
The  machine  is  not  seriously  damaged 
and  the  operator  Is  none  the  wors«  ex- 
cept   for    his  ."ducking." 

The  first  development  In  water  fly- 
ing, the  hydro-aeroplane,  has  these  ad- 
vantages, but  the  later  flying. boat  with 
Its  large  aurplua  of  buoyancy  has  all 
the  advantages  of  a  motor  boat  and 
flying  machine  combined.  It  is  as 
seaworthy  as  any  motor  boat  of  Its 
•law,  and  files  as  well  as  any  aeroplane 
Of  equal  proportions.  # 

*  Now  that  we  have  a  safe  system 
«f  flying   the   development   of  aviation 


Is  sure  and  unlimited.  For  racing 
nothing  can  compare  with  the  flying 
boat.  There  Is  the  same  chance  to 
Jockey  for  position  as  in  yacht  racing, 
and  every  opportunity  for  the  airman 
to  exhibit  his  skill  in  rounding  the 
buoys  and  making  his  starts  and  land- 
ings. I  can  picture  no  prettier  or  more 
Impressive  sight  than  a  fleet  of.  flying 
boats  rising  from  the  water  at  the 
start  of  a  race  or  coming  down  the 
course  "neck  and  neck"  at  the  finish. 
There  Is  new  no  reason  why  a  man 
who  can  afford  to  own  a  flying  boat 
should  not  enjoy  the  sport,  The  flying 
boat  may  he  kept  in  a  boathouse,  an- 
chored to  a  buoy  or  housed  in  a  hangar 
on  land.  With  an  equipment  of  folding 
wheels  the  machine  may  *>e 'started  on 
land  and  run  out  into  the  water  under 
Its   own    power.

LONDON,  April  8.— The  erase  for  *ha 
pet  toy  dog  Is  spreading.  Little  Fido 
i«  now  finding  favor  with  man. 

For  a  long  time  many  women  have 
seldom  been  seen  without  a  diminutive 
pet  dog  which  is  kept  in  luxury.  But 
now  m.a,n  has  nur.t-.umhad  to  the  fasoln- 


atlon  of  the  Small  dog  and  It  Is  quite 
a  common«sight  for  a  man  to  be  accom- 
panied by  a  "Pom"  or  a  Pekinese  on 
the  boulevard. 

Usually  the  pet  dog  is  led  on  a  silk 
ribbon  or  a.  strip  of  corded  leather  but 
never  Is  Fido  allowed  to  stray  on  hia 
own  account. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Ford,  of  Cricklewood,  whe 
owns  several  Pekinese  spaniels  and  is 
a  well-known  breeder  of  prize  toy  dogs, 
says  that  there  are  hundreds  of  men 
in  and  around  London  possessing  from 
one  to  twenty  toy  dogs. 

All  these  diminutive  dogs  are  very 
intelligent,  human  in  their  ways  and 
very  affectionate,  and  why  should  not 
men  be  Just  as"  delighted  and  enchanted 
with  them  as  with  collies  or  retrievers? 
said  he. 

"I  know  of  one  city  man  who  in  the 
Summer  takes  his  little  toy  "Pom"  with 
him  to  his  office  almost  daily.

"W'eeki,  one  of  Mr.  Davis'  favorite 
little  toys,  sits  at  the  table  and  has 
food  with   his  master  almost  every  day. 

"Prince  Victor  Duleep  Singh,"  added 
Mr.  Ford,  "has  a  red  Pekinese  of  which 
he  is  passionately  fond.  In  London  and 
in  Paris  he  takes  It  about  with  him 
everywhere  In  his  motor-car  and  It 
sleeps    on    his    pillow. 

"Mr.  Pierpont  Morgan  was  particular- 
ly fond  of  Pekinese  specimens  and  re- 
cently I  sold  him  one  champion  toy 
specimen,   Perching  Pu-Yl,   for  $2,600."

OTTAWA,  April  3. — Stringent  pre- 
cautions will  be  taken  this  year  both  by 
thu  Murine  Department  of  the  British 
Board  of  Trade  and  the.  Marine  Depart- 
ment of  the  Canadian  Government  to 
prevent  seagoing  vessels  from  meeting 
disaster  through  Icebergs.  The  lesson 
taught  by  the  Titanic  disaster  of  last 
Spring  and  the  subsequent  inquiry  re- 
specting it  have  made  the  desirability 
of  this  step  abundantly  clear. 

Following  on  the  announcement  re- 
cently made  by  the  Marine  Department 
of  the  British  Board  of  Trade  that  ar- 
rangements had  been  concluded  for  re- 
porting the  location  and  the  movements 
of  ice  along  the  routes  of  transatlan- 
tic steamships  during  the  Spring  months 
comes  the  announcement  made  to  your 
correspondent  today  that  Hon.  J.  D. 
Hazen,,  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisher- 
ies, acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Brit- 
ish Board  Of  Trade,  has  concluded  an 
arrangement  of  great  Importance.  By 
means  of  this  all  messages  from  the 
patrol  boat  Scotia,  belonging  to*  the 
British  Board  of  Trade,  will  be  for- 
warded to  tne  signal  office  at  Quebec 
and  from  there  promptly  furnished  to 
all  Interested  parties.  In  this  way  the 
shipping  Interests  at  all  the  St.  Law- 
rence and  Atlantic  ports  will  be  kept- 
informed  of  the  prevailing  ice  condi 
tions. 


A  sketch  of  the  route  to  be  followed 
by  the  Scotia  shows  how  valuable  to  the 
shipping  Interests  these  wireless  reports 
will  be.  Tho  Scotia  was  dispatched  *>n 
March  8  to  latitude  44  degrees  north 
and  longitude  60  degrees  west,  with  in- 
structions to  report  on  the  way  any  ice 
met  with  and  also  to  endeavor  to  note 
its  southern  limit.  While  at  St.  Johns 
the  Scotia  will  get  Into  communication 
with  aH '  the  wireless  stations  on  the 
Newfoundland,  Labrador  and  Canadian 
coasts,  -and  as  accurately  as  possible 
ascertain  existing  conditions  and  the  di- 
rection in  which  the  ice  has  commenced 
to   move.  \ 

Cover   Whole    Ice    Field 

From  St.  .John's  the  patrol  boat  will 
proceed  to  report  the  southern  limit  of 
the  drifting  l<  ■--.  Having  located  and 
reported  [he  Southern  limit,  the  patrol 
will  go  northward -to  report  icebergs  or 
field  Ice  along  tho  coast  of  NtwtOti 
land  and  as  far  as  Hamilton  Inlet.  From 
this  point  a  return  will  be  made,  locat- 
ing the  eastern  and  southern  limits  of 
the  ice  and  constantly  advising  in  re- 
spect  to   it.. 

The  patrol  boat  Scotia  is  specially 
charged  to  be  vigilant  In  th«  observance 
of  lee  nearlntr  the  steamship  routes.  The 
chiof  object  of  the  expedition  Is  to  give 
warning  to  the  steamship  lines  of  the 
probable  quantity  of  ice  that  will  be  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  track  and  to  give 
them  any  Information  that  will  enable 
them  to  form  a  judgement  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  giving  any  instructions 
for  the  greater  safety  of  their  vessels. 
On  board  the  Scotia  are  three  scientists, 
the  senior  of  whom  will  direct  the 
movements  of  the  vessel.  They  will 
'take  observations  of  the  direction,  ve- 
locity and  depth  of  currents,  together 
with  the  temperature. and  salinity  of  the 
water.  In  addition,  meteorological  ob- 
servations of  the  upper  air.  Including 
Investigation  of  the  currents  and  tem- 
perature, will  he  carefully  taken. 
Canada  Will  So  Her  Share 

The  Canadian  end  of  the  business  Is 
not  being  forgotten.  To  supplement  th< 
work  done  by  the  Scotia,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  British  Board  of  Trade. 
Hon.  Mr.  Ilazen  has  made  arrangsmeni 
whereby  his  department  Immediate}! 
after  the  opening  of  navigation  on  tht 
river  St.  Lawrence,  will  dispatch  the 
Government  steamer  Mimwnlm  to  pat- 
rol Cabot  Straits  at  the  etitrnnce  to  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  from  Sydney 
Harbor  to  the  south  coast  of  Newfound- 
land, The  location  an'-l  movements  Of 
the  Ice  in  this  region  will  he  reported 
and  full  information  will  he  furnished 
dally,  or  more  frequently  If  found  nec- 
essary,   to    the    stenmship    companies. 

The  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fineries 
has  also  arranged  with  Professor  How- 
ard T.  Barnes  of  Mi'lll!  University, 
Montreal,  who  had  during  tht  past  sev- 
eral years  conducted  experiments?  on  one 
of  tltte  departmental  stumers,  shall  be 
on  board  the  Montcalm  while  perform- 
ing this  patrol  service  in  Cabot  Straits. 
By  means  of  his  Invention,  a  "micro- 
thermomoter,"  Prof.  Barnes  has  dem- 
onstrated the  possibility  of  determining! 
the  approach  to  Ice  by  any  vessel 
equipped  with  his  apparatus.  Eager  to 
avail  himself  of  any  scheme  that  prom- 
ises to  safeguard  navigation  on  the  riv- 
er St.  Lawrence,  the  Minister  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries  has  directed  that  Prof. 
Barnes  with  a  staff  of  assistants  shall 
join  the  ship  in  order  to  further  demon- 
strate the  utility  of  the  Invention*  and 
with  a  view  to  Its  geners.l  adoption  by 
shipping    Interests.

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Cambridge  Proposal  Is  Dis- 
cussed and  Great  Enthus- 
iasm Aroused — A  Stirring 
Message  From  Earl  Roberts. 


A  meeting  of  Cambridge  University 
residents  was  held  for  the  dinrussion  of 
the  proposal  to  make  a  degree  condition- 
al on  the  attainment  of  a  Certain  stan- 
dard of  military  efficiency.  The  sub- 
ject was  raised  in  a  memorial,  which, 
additional  signatures  having  been  re- 
ceiver! during  the  week,  now  has  the 
support  of  ninety  resident  members  of 
the  Senate.  Archdeacon  Cunningham 
was  in  the  chair,  and  was  aupported  by 
the  Maater  of  Jesus  and  Professor  Hud- 
illeston.  Amongst  others  present  were 
Professor  K.  C.  Clark,  Professor  Sorley, 
Professor  Prior,  Dr.  Gulllemard,  Colonel 
Ki  I  wards,  Coloriel  Heycock,  Captain 
Thornton,  Rev.  C.  A.  E.  Pollock,  Rev. 
"\V.  C.  Whitehead.  Mr.  O.  H.  Wilson.  Mr. 
A.  V.  Hill.  Mr.  G.  Wherry,  and  Mr. 
W  infield. 

The  chairman  read  a  number  of  let- 
ters approving  the  terms  of  the  mem- 
orial.     Earl    Roberts    wrote   as   follows: 

;  "1  am  greatly  Interested  in  the  ques- 
tion   whether    service    up    to    a    certain 

.  standard  should  not  be  made  a  neces- 
sary   qualification    for    the    B.A.    degree, 

.which  is  now  occupying  the  attention 
of  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge.  It  is  not.  of 
course,   nowalhle  for   me  to   give  a  defln- 


ite  opinion  on  the  scheme  until  the  de- 
tails have  been  worked  out,  but  this  at 
least  I  can  say,  that  an  effort  which 
tends  to  further  the  ideal  that  the  su- 
preme duty  of  the  citizen  Is  to  fit  him- 
self for  the  defence  of  the  State  must 
'command  my  sympathy,  and  I  am  more 
than  glad  that  Cambridge  is  opening  a 
ilscusslon.  It  may  lead  to  important 
issues." 

General  Sir  John  French,  in  a  tele- 
gram to  the  editor  of  The  Observer, 
l.-ad   at   the  meeting,   said: 

"I  consider  the  action  of  Cambridge 
University  in  keeping  with  the  splendid 
lead  she  has  always  given  in  furthering 
by  every  means  in  her  power  the  cause 
of  military  efficiency,  whether  by  pre- 
cept,  example,   or   practical   aid." 

Professor  Postgate,  of  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity, and  Fellow  of  Trinity  College, 
wrote:  "I  have  heard  with  the  greatest 
pleasure  of  the  patriotic  and  timely 
movement  at  Cambridge  to  give  effect 
to  the  principle  that  It  is  the  bounden 
duty  of  every  Englishman  who  has  the 
advantage  of  a  higher  education  to  tske 
his  share  in  his  country's  defence.  Such 
an  example  will  do  much  to  correct  the 
impression,  which  has  so  long  thrwartcd 
the  efforts  of  those  who  have  our  na- 
tional safety  at  heart,  that  every  class 
in  our  country  Is  willing  to  see  the  de- 
fence of  the  country  satisfactorily  pro- 
vided for,  if  only  It  has  itself  to  take 
no  active  part   in   this  provision." 

From  the  Aberdeen  Union   the  follow- 
ing   telegram    was    received:    "Aberdeen 
University        Students'      Representative 
'Council  heartily  approves  your 'scheme." 
Example  cf  the  Colonies 

The  chairman  said  he  thought  they 
might  feel  that  the  scheme  which  had 
been  set  going  had  arrested  a  great  deal 
Of  sympathy  In  the  world  outside.  lie 
felt  that  In  many  ways  this  country 
had  a  great  deal  to  learn  from  the  Col- 
onies. The  patriotism  which  had  sprung 
UP  in  so  many  quarters,  and  was  such 
H  noticeable  phenomenon  In  the  Colonies, 
bad  led  to  an  Intense  Interest  on  their 
part  in  Colonial  defence,  and  it  would 
be  most  grave  if  .  the  people  of  this 
country  were  to  allow  themselves  to  be 
k>BB  eager  than  were  the  Colonies  In  the 
matter   of  national   defence. 

The  Colonies  were  enforcing  it  as 
the  duty  of  every  citizen,  and  Knglish- 
nif-n    ought    to   be   equally    keen. 

It  was  also  a  matter  which  would  be 
of  enormous,  benefit  to  universities  in 
general,  and  to  Cambridge  University  in 
particular — In  general  becaust  the  Brit- 
ish parent  had  rather  the  Idea  that  the 
young  man  who  came  up  to  a  university 
I  as  . 1  Mowed  to  do  pretty  w*  11  as  he 
liked,  and  it  would  have 'n  very  bene- 
liclal  effect  ir  it  were  made  quite  clear 
that  the  universities  officially  recog- 
nized the  duty  of  service  to  one's  coun- 
try. The  whole  of  the  talk  about  Idle- 
ness and  waste  in  the  universities  would 
tvciive  a  very  considerable  answer  if  g 
step  of  that  kind  were  entered  upon. 
Then,  afl  regarded  Cambridge  In  partic- 
ular, there  was  a  feeling  amongst  some 
people  that  that  University  existed  for 
tin  manufacture  of  experts — that,  it 
consisted  very  largely  of  experts,  who 
were  intensely  keen  about  their  ..ivn 
Studios,  but  were  somehow  out  of  touch 
with  many  of  the  Important  sides  of  Ufa.

The  difficulty  was 
rather  more  due  to  koi|.i|  en  uses  In  other- 
days.  The  old  Volunteers  bad  In  their 
ranks  a  number  of  the  tradesmen  of 
the  town,  but  they  did  not  see  many  of 
them  now.

and  English  society  was  extraordinarily 
stratified  Into  sets  with  considerable 
cleavage  between  them,  and  that  affect- 
ed the  Territorial  Corps,  both  as  to  the 
officers  and  the  rank  and  rile.

He  had  served 
for  twenty-seven  yeara  in  the  volunteera 
and  he  had  been  for  twenty  years  more 
associated  with  military  training  in  var- 
ious ways,  and  he  could  honestly  say 
that  he  did  not  remember  a  single  per- 
son who  save  him  the  Impression  that 
he  would  like  to  have  a  war,  or  even 
to  attend  h  war,  for  •  the  sake  of  ex- 
ercising the  qualities  which  he  had  at- 
tained in  drill  and  shooting.  This  spirit 
of  militarism   was  a  non-existent   tiling. 

As  regards  the  University,  he  had 
heard  it  said  that  this  military  train- 
ing was  going  to  be  a  tax  on  education. 
He  dissented  altogether  from  that  view, 
because  no  man  would  be  called  upon 
to  give  up  time  which  he  devoted  to  edu- 
cation, but  only  to  spare  some  from 
sport.  That  might  be  a  good  thing  for 
athletics  were  rather  overdone  In  these 
days. 

The  real  point  was  whether  the  men 
would  be  benefited.  He  thought  they 
would  educationally.  It  was  a  great 
thing  for  a  man  to  be  a  part  of  a  great 
organization,  to  surrender  his  will  to 
others,  as  he  did  at  drill  and  in  camp.

Converting  Wandering  Indians 
and  Eskimos  Who  Inhabit 
Desolate  Region  Round  Hud- 
son Bay  Country, 


LONDON,  March  31.— A  great  work  is 
being  done  far  up  on  the  northeast 
shores  of  Hudson  Bay  In  converting  the 
wandering  Indians  and  Eskimos  who  in- 
habit that  desolate  region  to  Christian- 
ity. A  devoted  little  band  of  three 
•  or  four  Christian  pioneers  is  stationed 
,  there,  and  a  member  of  that  Arctic  mis- 
sion, who  is  in  England  for  a  short 
"leave,"  gave  some  of  his  experiences 
"of  the  country  and  Its  people  this  week. 

"I  am  stationed  at  a  tiny  settlement 
on  Great  Whab-  River."  said  the  Rev. 
W.  G.  Walton,  "and  the  "town'  consists 
of  two  houses  and  a  'store.'  I  live  at 
one. of  the  houses  with  a  Hudson  Bay 
trader.  We  get  two  malls  a  year  out 
there,  but  the  newspapers  only 'visit  us 
once,  so  that  you  can  Imagine  our  ex- 
pectation when  newspaper  day  comes 
round.  At  the  end  of  August  every  year 
a  ship  calls,  and  we  have  to  be  very 
careful  to  remember  to  order  everything 
we  want,  because  if  we  forgot  any- 
thing we  should  have  to.  wait  another 
year.  The  Eskimos  never  wash  them- 
selves. I  have  often  seen  an  Eskimo 
woman  washing  her  youns  children  like 
a  cat  does  a  kitten — by  licking  them  all 
over.  Their  only  means  of  livelihood 
lies  In  catching  seals.  They  are  always 
on  the  lookout  for  seal  holes  In  the  Ice. 
They  eat  the  'blubber,  that  is,  the  fat  of 
the  seal,  and  clothe  themselves  or  at 
nny  rate  make  their  trousers  out  of 
sealskin.  It  is  very  cold — In  degrees  be- 
low as  a  rule — and  we  Europeans  have 
to  keep  roaring  fires  going  in  every 
room  of  our  house. 

"The  people  don't  live  In  villages,  but 
separately  In  families,  so  as  to  have 
as  wide  a  field  for  hunting  as  possible. 
They  are  a  very  revengeful  people.  A 
short  time  ago  an  Eskimo  was  out 
hunting  and  saw  a  black  dot  on  the  Ice. 
On  approaching  he  made  certain  that  it 
was  a  seal  Just  protruding  from  a  seal 
hole.  He  fired. and  hit  It,  but  when  he 
got  lip  to  it  he  found  that  he  had  ac- 
cidentally shot  a  man.  He  called  on 
the  Widow,  said  how  sorry,  he  was,  and, 
promising  to  help  the  woman,  asked  for 
forgiveness.  The  son  of  the  dead  man 
entered,  and,  when  he  heard  the  story 
he  rushed  off  and  killed  all  the  hunter's 
family  in  revenge.  In  retaliation  the 
hunter  killed  all  the  dead  man's  family, 
and  so  the  Teud  began.  When  we  were 
Informed  of  this  and  came  to  investi- 
gate we  found  that  there  was -only  one 
tna'n  surviving  out  of  two  famlllea  of 
about    17    persons. 

"They  "were  terribly  lawless  until  we 
Came,  and  even  now  when  in  the  grip 
of  starvation  commit  the  most  awful 
deeds.  Lately  a  mother,  ravaged  ter- 
ribly by  hanger,  ate  her  two  children. 
Another  killed  his  Wife  and  lived  on  her, 
and  when  she  had  been  eaten  up  tried 
to  murder  three  other  men's  children. 
l.uekll>  he  was  prevented,  There  are  no 
native  laws.  They  don't  steal,  but  think 
nothing  of  murder.  When  they  are  'put 
out, '.as  the  saying  goes,  they  must  take 
a  life.  They  don't  mind  whom  they  kill 
when  they  are  angry  as  long  aa  they 
kill  someone.  There  Is  no  sort  of  pun- 
ishment for  tlie  crime.  They  are  very 
fond  or  slnglns-  and  their  favorite  or 
only  game  Is  connected  therewith.  A 
piece  of  seal  bone,  with  a  little  hole  in 
It,  Is  suspended  from  the  'roof.'  They 
all  sit  round  the  'room,'  and  each  tries 
to  throw  an  arrow  Into  the  hole.  He 
who  succeeds  has  to  sin*  a  song,  and 
he  who  sings  most  songs  wins  the 
game.  They  have  large  families,  and 
the  race  would  Increase  tremendously 
were  it  not  for  accidents  and  murders. 
They  are,  however,  very  much  Im- 
pressed by  the  Christian  creed,  and  we 
are  gradually  getting  them  to  change 
their    ways"  '

Regarding  transportation  facilities 
Dr.  Hoppe  faid  he  thought  that  as  soop 
as  his  company  Ks  ready  to  open  the 
property  competing  lines  would  offer 
to  build  Into  that  country.

The  greatest  load  which  can  be  hauled 
over  a  road  is  that  which  can  be  hauled 
through  the  worst  mudhole  or  up  the 
Bteepesl  bill.  It  costs  one  and  one-half 
times  us  much  to  haul  over  a  road  hav- 
ing a  Kradn  of  5  per  cent,  and  three 
limes  as  much  over  one  having  a  grade 
of  10  per  cent  as  on  a  level,  whether 
animal  or  mechanical  power  be  used. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  a  horse 
can  for  a  short  time  double  his  usual 
exertion,  and  that  on  the  best  road  he 
exerts  a  pressure  on  hla  collar  of  one 
thirty-fifth  of  the  load.  By  doubling 
his  exertion  he  will  overcome  a  grade 
of  3  per  cent,  which  would  thus  be  the 
maximum   grade   {or  a   full    load. 

I  may  also  say  in  passing,  that  the 
recently  adopted  "standard  specifica- 
tions for  stone  and  gravel  roads"  by  the 
Canadian  Society  of  Civil  Engfneers 
calls  for  a  maximum  grade  of  4  per 
cent.

Grades   on   Highways 

Sir.— "The  road  and  the  schoolmaster 
are  the  two  most  Important  agencies  In 
advancing    civilization." 

Good  roads  have  a  money  value  to 
every  inhabitant  "fit  a  country,  as  well 
as  a  social  amV/polltk.al  value,  and  are 
found  to  pay  •'nandsnme  dividends  each 
year.  People  general  I  y  are  beginning  to 
lealize  that  road  building  is  a  public 
matter,  and  that  money  wisely  expanded 
for  this  purpose  Is  sure  to  return.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Htate  of  New 
York  has  lately  appropriated  $100,0(10.- 
000  for  road  Improvement  under  effi- 
cient engineering  supervision.  Surely. 
then,  It  follows  that  the  praiseworthy 
efforts  of  our  Provincial  Government 
should  receive  every  aid  and  encourage- 
ment   to   achieve   the   desired    result. 

It  is  an  'axiom  of  engineering  that 
the  grade  is  the  most  Important  factor 
to  be  considered  In  the  location  of  roads. 
Gillespie  says  that  "as  a  general  rule 
the  horlsoritaJ  length  of  a  road  may  he' 
advantageously  Increased  to  avoid  in 
aseent  by  at  least  twenty  times  .the 
perpendicular  height  wblch  Is  thus  to 
be  avoided"— that  Is,  to  escape  a  hill 
100  feet  high,  It  would  be  proper  for 
the  road  to  make  such  a  circuit  as 
would  increase  its  length   S000   feet. 

Whether  eonstructed  of  earth,  gravel 
or  stone,  steep  grad*  should  alwv«  t* 
avoided.  At  time*  thay  become  covered

Admiral  Peary,  In  expressing  his 
wishes  for  Stefansson's  success,  said 
he  felt  that  the  Canadian's  past  achieve- 
ments Justified  the  hope  of  valuable  re- 
sults. Both  Stefansson  and  Canada,  he 
declared,  were  to  be  congratulated  o'V 
the  arrangements  made  for  the  exepedi- 
tlon.  He  added  that  the  region  to  be 
explored  was  most  interesting  and 
would  be  productive  of  startling  dis- 
coveries,   probably. 

Dr.  Bruce,  who  is  director  of.the^ 
Scottish  Oceanographical  Laboratory  at 
Edinburgh,  emphasised  the  oceano- 
graphlc  Importance  of  the  ,  expedition. 
The  plan  wag  to  explore  an  entirely  un- 
known portion  of  the  polar  basin.  When

Mr.  Samuels  pro- 
duced an  agreement  with  the  Marconi 
International  Wireless  Company,  made 
by  Lord  Stanley  in  1004,  by  virtue  of 
which  the  existing  stations  at  Cliff  den 
and  Poldhu  were  licensed.  The  license 
was  for  15  years.  Mr.  Samuels  closed 
his  evidence  with  the  significant  warn- 
in-: 

"If  at  some  later  date  it  is  found  that 
grave  injury  has  been  done  to  Imperial 
Interests,  by  this  delay  in  constructing 
wireless  stations,  my  duty  is  to  make  it 
clear  that  I  left  undone  nothing  I  could 
do  to  obviate  it.  That  is  why  I  pro- 
tested that  the  stations  might  have  been 
half  built  by   now."

Ottawa,  April  3. — The  resolution 
Which  lias  betn  placed  on  Die  order 
paper  by  the  Prime  Minister  with  re- 
gard to  the  new  Japanese  treaty  con- 
tains a  very  important  provision,  which 
is  in  these  words:  ".Nothing  in  the  sal. I 
treaty  or  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to 
repeal  or  affect  any  of  the  provisions 
of   the  Immigration  Act." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  for- 
mer treaty  with  Japan  which  was  rati- 
fied .  by  Parliament  in  January,  1907, 
gave  to  Japanese  subjects  full  liberty 
to  enter,  travel  or  reside  in  any  part  of 
Canada.  Subsequently  an  arrangement 
was  entered  into  between  the  late  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada  and  the  Government 
of  Japan  by  which  the  Japanese  Gov- 
ernment undertook  to  restrict  and  con- 
trol within  certain  limits  immigration 
from  Japan  to  Canada.  It  was  strongly 
objected  that  this  arrangement  gave  to 
the  Government  of  Japan  a  control 
which  ought  to  be  exercised  by  the 
Government  and  Parliament  of  Canada. 
In  1908  Parliament  passed  an  act  re- 
specting Immigration  which  contains 
very  Important  provisions,  among 
which  are  sections  37  and  38  whlolt  a*o

8T.  "Regulations  made  by  the  Gov- 
crnor-ln-Councll  under  this  act  may 
provide  as  a  condition  to  permission  to
